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SECTION  7 

a.  ASSESSMENTS 

The  following  assessment  describes  the  relationship  of  the  use  of 
Community  Development  Block  Grant  funds  to  the  objectives  described 
in  the  1989  CDBG  Final  Statement. 


(1.)  The  1989  San  Francisco  Community  Development  Program  is  based  on 
an  overall  strategy  to  meet  urgent  community  development  needs. 
The  overall  strategy  consists  of  the  following  three  major 
objectives: 

i .  Increase  and  Preserve  Affordable  Housing 

One  of  the  primary  objectives  of  the  Community  Development 
Program  is  the  provision  of  long  term  affordable  housing  for  low 
and  moderate  income  persons.  Our  housing  activities  are 
designed  to  increase  and  preserve  affordable  housing  oppor- 
tunities for  a  wide  range  of  types  of  households,  in  addition  to 
improving  housing  conditions.  The  Housing  Si te  Acaui si t1on  Fund 
increases  the  supply  of  housing  through  new  construction 
activities.  The  Community  Housing  Rehabilitation  Program  works 
to  preserve  existing  housing  by  providing  below  market  interest 
rehabilitation  loans  to  correct  code  deficiencies.  The  Hous1 ng 
Programs  Administration  utilizes  non-profit  corporations  that 
use  the  Housing  Site  Acquisition  Fund  and  the  Community  Housing 
Rehabilitation  Program  to  increase  the  supply  of  affordable 
housing.  The  Public  Housing  Rehabilitation  Program  increases 
the  housing  supply  by  rehabilitating  previously  uninhabitable 
units.  The  Fair  Housing  Counseling  and  Technical  Services 
Program  support  the  housing  activities  by  providing  anti- 
discrimination counseling  and  assistance  to  groups  with  special 
housing  needs.  The  Urban  Renewal /Redevelopment  Program 
completes  activities  which  were  stated  in  close-out  agreements 
and  aids  displaced  persons  through  the  Central  Relocation 
Services. 

ii .  Improve  Neighborhood  Environment 

In  order  to  complement  housing  improvements  in  lower  income, 
high  need  neighborhoods,  the  City  has  designed  three  programs  to 
Improve  the  neighborhood  environment.  Under  the  Nei ghborhpod 
Facilities  Improvement  Program,  existing  private  recreational 
and  multi-purpose  facilities  are  rehabilitated  to  better  serve 
the  neighborhood.  New  neighborhood  centers  may  also  be 
developed  under  this  program.  Family  daycare  homes  are  rehabi- 
litated to  Increase  affordable  childcare  services.  Under  the 
Public  Space  Improvement  Program,  public  spaces  such  as  streets, 
alleys,  or  schools  yards  are  upgraded  with  the  installation  of 
playground  equipment,  street  furniture,  murals,  etc..  Public 
space  Improvements  can  support  both  residential  rehabilitation 
and  commercial  revitalization  activities.  In  order  to  complete 
the  revitalization  of  a  neighborhood,  certain  public  services 
are  necessary.  The  Public  Services  Program  provides  legal, 
educational,  recreational,  employment,  health  and  safety,  child 
care  and  senior  activity  services. 
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ill.  Increase  Economic  Development 

To  increase  economic  development,  the  City  implements  programs 
that  will  expand  or  improve  small  or  minority-owned  businesses. 
The  Economic  Development  Corporations  provide  technical 
assistance  to  small  and/or  minority  owned  businesses  to 
establish  or  expand  businesses  and  to  increase  or  retain  jobs 
for  low  and  moderate  income  persons.  In  Addition,  Community 
Development  funds  are  set  aside  to  provide  the  local  share  on 
business  loans  which  will  assist  in  the  production  and  retention 
of  jobs  principally  for  lower  income  persons.  Other  non-profit 
corporations  are  funded  under  economic  development  to  create 
employment  for  low/moderate  persons  and  to  generate  revenues. 
Other  economic  development  activities  are  linked  to  the 
completion  of  the  India  Basin  Industrial  Park,  Yerba  Buena 
Center,  and  Rincon  Point  South  Beach  Redevelopment  Projects. 
These  three  programs  are  stimulating  the  economic  climate  of  the 
City  as  a  whole.  The  Non-Profit  Corporation  Businesses  for 
Greater  Self-Sufficiencv  program  was  created  to  assist  stable 
non-profit  community-based  agencies  to  generate  alternative 
sources  of  income  and  create  jobs.  And  finally,  the  Sel f 
Employment  Initiatives  Project  was  created  to  assist  low  and 
moderate  income  persons  pursue  entrepreneurial  enterprises 
resulting  in  employment  and  job  creation  for  themselve  and 
others. 

(2)  The  following  programs  benefit  low  and  moderate  income  persons: 
Housing  Site  Acquisition  Program,  Community  Housing 
Rehabilitation  Program,  Housing  Programs  Administration,  Public 
Housing  Rehabilitation  Program,  Housing  Programs  Administration, 
Public  Housing  Rehabilitation  Program,  Fair  Housing  Counseling 
and  Technical  Services  Program,  Redevelopment  Program, 
Neighborhood  Facilities  Improvement  Program,  Public  Space 
Improvement  Program,  Public  Services  Program,  and  the  Economic 
Development  Program  which  includes  the  Non-Profit  Corporation 
Businesses  for  Greater  Self  Sufficiency  and  the  Self  Employment 
Initiative  Projects. 

The  Verba  Buena  Center  and  Rincon  Point/South  Beach  Projects  aid 
1n  the  prevention  and  elimination  of  slums  and  blight. 

(3)  San  Francisco's  Community  Development  Program  meets  the  60t 
minimum  benefit  to  low  and  moderate  income  persons. 

b.  DESCRIPTIONS 

(1)    Nature  and  reason  for  changes  in  your  program  objectives: 

The  City  has  not  changed  its  program  objectives  because  the  current 
objectives  are  still  appropriate  to  the  City's  needs.  The  degree  of 
need  has  increased,  however,  but  the  City's  objectives  are  still  the 
most  appropriate  programs  and  strategies  in  combatting  those  needs. 
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(2)    How  would  our  program  change  as  a  result  of  our  experience: 

As  previously  stated,  the  City  would  not  change  any  of  its 
objectives,  programs,  and  strategies.  The  City  would  like  to  augment 
substantially  its  program  if  additional  funds  were  available,  since 
the  degree  of  need  is  steadily  increasing  and  existing  efforts  are 
increasingly  limited. 

c.    A  SUMMARY  OF  CITIZENS  COHMENTS 

Public  hearings  concerning  the  1989  Community  Development  Program 
were  described  in  the  previous  Grantee  Proformance  Report.  Four 
public  hearings  on  needs  were  held  during  the  months  of  April  and  May 
1989  for  the  1990  Community  Development  Program.  More  than  60 
speakers  gave  testimony  on  public  needs.  A  summary  of  comments  is 
available  at  our  office.  A  hearing  on  performance  was  also  conducted 
in  1989  to  review  the  performance  of  activities  and  the  overall 
program.

DISPLACEMENT 


Business  Displacement 

There  were  five  businesses  displaced  during  the  most  recently  completed 
program  year  (1989).  Displacement  of  these  businesses  occurred  in  two 
redevelopment  project  areas.  In  the  Verba  Buena  Center  project  (4) 
businesses  were  displaced  as  a  result  of  the  October  17,  1989  earthquake; 
two  moved  to  new  locations  and  two  went  into  storage  pending  identifi- 
cation of  a  permanent  replacement  location.  One  business  in  the  Rincon 
Point/South  Beach  project  area  relocated  to  a  new  location. 

The  following  measures  were  taken  to  assist  the  businesses  which  were 
displaced. 

Referral  services  were  offered. 

To  mitigate  any  adverse  effects  resulting  from  displacement 
activities,  counseling  is  provided  by  trained  relocation  staff 
regarding  available  relocation  benefits  and  other  financial 
assistance  through  organizations  i.e.,  the  Small  Business 
Administration.  Relocation  funds  are  also  available  to  assist 
in  payment  of  moving  and/or  related  expenses  in  accordance  with 
applicable  benefit  provisions  of  the  Housing  and  Community 
Development  Act  of  1974. 

Residential  Displacement 

There  was  one  low- to-moderate  income  household  permanently  displaced 
during  the  most  recently  completed  program  year  (1989).  Displacement  of 
low- to-moderate  income  households  occurred  in  the  Western  Addition  A-2 
Project,  one  household  was  displaced. 

The  following  measures  were  taken  to  assist  the  person  who  was  displaced. 

Referrals  were  made   to   replacement   housing   units   within  the 

households'  current  neighborhoods  when  available  and  when  It  has 

been  determined  that  the  unit  referred  is  decent,  safe  and 
sanitary  and  within  the  households'  rent-paying  ability. 

In  those  instances  when  displacement  is  required  due  to 
rehabilitation,  those  households  who  are  eligible  to  return  are 
advised  in  writing  of  temporary  relocations  procedures,  as  set 
forth  in  the  applicable  regulations. 

To  mitigate  any  adverse  effects  resulting  from  displacement 
activities,  counseling  is  provided  by  trained  relocation  staff 
regarding  available  housing  assistance  benefits.  Relocation 
funds  are  also  available  to  assist  In  payment  of  moving  expenses 
and/or  to  provide  rental  assistance  payments.  Referrals  are 
also  made  to  other  socially  oriented  facilities  to  assist  in 
rehousing  process.
